1. Re: Indian River Brand Business: The Indien River Citrus League 
has referred the matter to attorneys and the kh tter have sent 

a belligerent note. In reply we have requested a clear statement 
of the relationship of Di Giorgio to the Indian River brand, 
While this is going on be sure that you make a genuine effort to 
boycott only Di -Giorgio's Blue Flag and Blue Boy labels and 
remove Indian River from all boycott literature. Contact any 
paper that runs boycott lists and have them do so also. If we 
moke a genuine effort to correct our mistake we will be in no 
danger of legal action; 


2.Re: Public statements and actions: Carefully limit your works 
and activities to the boycott aga inst Di Giorgio. Refer all other 
questions to Delano, including Gov. Brown, AFLeCIO, Teamsters, 
investigations, elections strikes, and NFWAw Even your opinion 
can be interpre*od es an NFWA position and can be reported and 
used *o box in Cesar as he tries to deal with the complex . and 
changeable events. Strict adherence to this is essential. We 
have had some problems due in pert to lack of clear directions 
from here. DON'T TALK CX ACT IN AREAS OUTSODE THE BOYCOTT UNLESS 
SPECIFICALLY CLEARED BY CESAR OR ME. 


3. Discontinue making collect calls to Deno. The phone bill this 
month is outsice all justification. Each phone is going on a strict 
budget and I will n-t aecept ecllect calls. If NFWA honey is 

bay ing your phone the same applies. We have no business wasting 
money on phene calls when the strike kitchen is forced to struggle 
without money. 


4. We need your reports, including financial reports. in order to 
kecp this operation expanding. You may doing great work and 

raising money. and support but we need the details. SEND IMMEDIAT* 
ELY A LIST OF ALL STORES THAT HAVE COMPLIED AND THEIR ADDRESSES. 

If you don't already have a list you should compile it immediately 
for your own purposes as well. We will send a letter to the store 
thanking them and letting them know how the strike is gaing. 
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@ sane 26th ths Puerto Ricans had their annual parade in New York, 

this time.wi an added attraction: a float for the NFWA. In addition, 
our boycott staff member, Beautiful Belinda Rodriguez, was crowned 

the queen of the ceremonies, There was excellent press coverage. 


In San Francisco oh jury 9th, this Saturday, there is going to 
be a fantastic Di Giorgio Boycott march down Market Street. The 
S.F. board of supervisors declmred that Saturday is to be Huelga 
Day *%. Cesar will be there to head the parade. 


TUESDAY, JUNE 23th, THE N.F.W.A.*CALLED A STRIKE IN THE DI GIORGIO 
OPERATION AT BORREGO SPRINGS. OVER HALF OF THE WORKERS WALKED OUT 

OF THE FIELDS. When some of them returned to the camps to gather 
their belongings, Cesar, Chris Hartmire, and Farher Saladini went 
with them to insure their protection and they were all arrested for 
trespassing. They were held all night in a Di Giorgio cnnves 

covered truck, chained at their waists and wrists, They were released 
the next day for .#110 bail apiece. VIVA LA HUELGA!!

The summer student project thus far has been very successful. We have 
acquired a group of students that are not only talented, but also have 
a keen awareness of the kind of problems farm workers are faced with.

Let us once again extend our thanks to all of the students who have 
joined with us. Their courage and commitment gives us strength to 
continue on in our struggle for justice and dignity; for victory and 
a contract. 


Our staff member in Cleveland has reported that 00 to 500 stores have 
discontinued selling S & W and TreeSweet. In New York, nine huge Coop 
stores on Manhattan Island have taken DiGiorgio products off their 
shelves and have posted signs where these products used to be stating 
that they will not handle DiGiorgio products until the strike in 

Delano is settled. 


On July 9, in San Francisco, the NFWA is having a march down Market Street 
in celebration of the signing of the Schenley contract. Cesar will 

speak at a rally after the march and then the entire crowd wjll go to 

the largest Safe-Way store in San Frmcisco to ask that S & W and 
TreeSweet be removed from the shelves. If the products are not removed 
the entire crowd will proceed to picket. 


All of our friends in the bay area are asked to attend and join in 
the celebration. 


The Schenley contract was signed June 21st and the details will be des- 
ecribed in the next newsletter, The contract is the biggest break- 
through in farm labor history. 


On the legal front, the cases of the ul arrested last October were dropped 
and the injunction DiGiorgio had against oyr pickets picketting DiGiorgio's 
Sierra Vist Ranch was termed illegal and t¥rown out of court, Both of 
these court actiorm are major victories. 


Everyday we are faced with new trials, dipappointments, and sometimes 

victories. We need your support, morally and financially, to continue 
on. It would be criminal if the strike were lost because there wasn't 
enough money to keep|the sprikers from sfarving. We can win; we will
